'Warohouso in Bond. 

(From tlif Muil C'orrt'o pomirnt.) 

OttaVa, April 12. — Tiniay's Gazette 
contained tho fuUovviiii; I'lder-m Council 
respecting ru^juliitions for governing ex- 
ciao bonded wiireliuu.soa and tho storage of 
goods in bond : - 

On tho roconnnendation of tho Minister 
of Inland Revenue, and under the pro- 
visions of the 4;5rd section of the Act 4(5 
Vic. Chup. 15, intituled "An Act to cou- 
aolidato and amend the sovorftl Acts re- 
specting the Inland Revenue." — ' 

Hia E.tcollency, by and with tho advice 
of the Queen's Privy Council for Canada, 
has been pleased to order and it is here- 
by ordered, . that the folfowing general 
•warehousing regulations for the govern- 
ance of excise bonding wurehousoa and 
the bonding of goods subject f,u duli;-s of 
excise, be, and the same are hereby ap- 
proved and adopted ■ 

IIENKKAL WAUKIItll SINO llKOCI..! ITON.S. 

1. All applications foriho establishment 
oLa;; warehouse for excise purposes must 
be made in writing, on such form as tho 
department may prescribe, by the party 
requiring it, and every sucli iipplication 
must fully and minutely de.scribe the pre- 
mises with their exact locality. 

'2. On receipt of such an application the 
collector of inUind revenue will survey the 
pramisea, and if satisfied that they are 
suitable for the purpose, and that they af- 
ford the requisite protection to tho rev- 
enue, and on their being supplied with 
suitable locks, he will report tho facts to 
the inspector of tho disitict, whoso au- 
thority win be required to use such wiiro- 
house as a bondiiii; warehouse for excise 
purposes. 

3. The door of every such waroUouao 
shall be provided with two locks, one of 
■which will be supplied to the collector by 
the department upon re(iuisitiun being 
made therefor, and tlio key of which shall 
be kopt by tho collector, and the otlier 
provided by the owner of the goods, and 
he to retain the key thereof ; and should 
there be more doors than one, all other 
doors, and all windows and other means 
of ingress shall be fastened on the inside 
in a secure manner and to the sati.sfaction 
of tho surveying otiicer. 

4. When any warehoii.so lias beci sur- 
veyed and accepted as an excise warehouse 
either in connection with a licenaed man- 
ufactory or otherwise it shall be designat- 
ed by a letter of the alphabet. 

5. Over the principal entrance to every 
warehouse approved for uxci.se purpcses, 
there shall bo placed the following de- 
Bignntion : 

" KXgiSB 
BoNDINO W.VHKIIOl'SR," 

With its designating letter, the whole be- 
ing in legible characters, painted in oil 
colors and not less than three inches in 
height. 

(5. Every package ontorod for ware- 
house must (in addition t i all (ilhcr iimrks 
and numbers) be distinctly marked to the 
Batisfacticin of the collector with the num- 
ber of tho entry and tho date when origin- 
ally warehoused except that in the case of 
cigars the entry number may be omitted. 
In the case of spirits the above marks 
shall be written or stencilled on the pack- 
age in oil paint. The date will be sufficient- 
ly indicated by the number of the month 
and tho last two numerals of tho year in 
which tho entry was made. Thus, goods 
entered on tho 30th of January, 1883, may 
be dated 1-83, showing that tho entry was 
made in the first month of the 8;)lar year 
1883, or if 2ath of November, l883,datod 
H-83. All goods in any warehouse excejii 
in the case i>f cigars, ina.it bo sn stowed 
or arranged that, casks, boxes or packages 
contained or described in one entry are 
placed together in separate lots as pro 
vided by law. Cigars should be so stow- 
ed or arranged in warehouse in lots ac- 
cording to the dononiinatiotj of the pack- 
ages. Tho packages must also be stowed 
or arranged that ample space will bo left 
so that each package and tho marks and 
numbers thereon can bo examined. Of- 
ficers of inland revenue may refuse subse- 
quent entries for warehouse when these 
regulations as to arranging and stowing 
packages are not cmnplied with. 

7. AH entries are to be numbered ctui- 
aeoutively, and as license bunds are now 
made to cover the duty on goods remain- 
ing in warehouse from time to time dur- 
the currency ofttbut license, the taking of 
warehouse bonds with each warehousing 
is dispensed with . 

8. No entry shall bo passed for ware- 
house, or ex- warehouse, upon any author- 
ized holiday, nor before the hour of nine 
o'clock in tho morning, nor after four 
o'clock in tho afternoon. 

9. .'Vll entry papers, bonds, notices and 
othor documents herein required shall be 
made out and signed by the owner of tho 
goods to which thoy shall relate, or in his 
name by his duly authorized attorney and 
all packages Bhall be marked and num- 
bered as horein required by the owner or 
his agent . 

10. Entry of goods for warehouse must 
in all cases be made on the forms-sanc 
tioned by the department and every such 
entry shall contain a full and couipluto 
apeciGcation of the goods so entered, stat- 
ing—

Tho means of ejjress as they" exist at pre- 
sent, are: tho narrow ally on the west side 
of the building; a door, (opening inwards) 
leading safely to a door in the pavilion, 
wliicli latter would naturally be'locked; 
ami the main e.xit, blocked as aforesaid by 
the partition placed there entirely fur the 
convenience of tho proprietors of tho hall. 
If proper precautions for the safety of 
audiences are necessary — a self-evident 
proposition — it ia very curtain that they 
have not been met by the present a' ter- 
ations, which neither in manner nor extent 
are satisfactory. They are of a most 
paltry nature and iiieUicient to a degree; 
'I'he practice of ucoiionty in such a direc- 
tion as •this must' strike everyone, imbued 
with a spark of human consideration, as 
ilenpicnblo in the o.xtreme. Chief Engi- 
neer I'liillipa e.Kiwi-ases his uiiqtialitiod 
liissati.sfactioii at the work done; and in 
his opiiiinii the! desired result ia as far off 
as ever. "1 am of opinion," said lie, 
"tliat tho present alterations are totally 
inadoqiinle, and shall ptptest against their 
being accepted; and consider it my duty 
lo warn tlie public atjiiinst patronizing any 
e.ntertaiiiiiieiils, he they cluireh concerts 
or theatrical performancoa, which are held 
jn bi^ldi^igs \yhere proper and ample pro- 
vraion''llii8 liiit been made for safe and 
rapid o.^it in caso of tiro or panic."

3rd. Canada, per Messrs. Turner, Beu- 
toii & Co., tinned salmon, B. C. — silver 
medal. • ' , 

4th. Canada, for Messrs. Findlay, Dm - 
hani & Brodio, tinned salmon, B. C. — sil- 
ver medal. 

5th. Canada, atuH't.'d salmon (tlio.^e big 
ones from 15. C. especially coming in) — 
gold medal. 

I think ttiesearo all the awards in which 
ydur province fiitui^d. Some specimens 
certainly received ■much attention— the 
salmon for their huge size — the tinned 
salmon fur tho lino display made by the 
government and by the ageiit.-i, and the 
Indian tisliing goal' for its grote.scpie ap- 
peai^nce. Lord Dutl'erin came in and gut 
a pair of the paddles from the cedar 
canoes that you sent. Our Indian fruin 
New Brunswick who had his birch-bark 
canoe across, did not like the fancy cedar 
you sent. I put him in it one day in hi.-* 
pond and ho came near upaetting and 
could nut paddle it like his own "birch"; 

he soon oame ashore and said "only 

fool Injun use that kind of canoe." 
Since we have returned we iiave placed 
most of the .ipecinieiis we brought back 
(ill exhibition here. They have aitrawted 
iniich attention; over 400U visitor.'! lri\o 
iiis|iected them, es[)ecially the W. P. 's 
and senators. It is the intoiition of the 
department, I think, to make it the 
nucleus of a National History Museum or 
likely join it with the inuseuin now here, 
us soon as rooiiia can be provided. At 
present the Dominion iMuseiim is ovei- 
crowded. . . .

Regina vs. Peacaro and Jim. 

The attorney (teneral contended that 
there was no court for crown cases re- 
served and that tho supreme court could 
not deal with questions arising at the as- 
sizes unless by writ of error or 
poa.sibly writ of -certiorari. Tho 
court for crown cases reserved had been 
established by Imperial statute which 
created a new jurisdiction and in oper- 
ation was limited to England. Unless 
siicii a court were constituted here speci- 
ti-jally by local legislation, there was no 
tribunal in the province to wliich points 
of law ill criminal cases could be reserved. 
The ordinance assiinilatiiig English law 
brought into force such of the English 
common and statute law as was applicable 
bui did not import or create tribunals. 
Thcao could only exist in the province by 
virtue of Imperial or local legisdation as 
wiia the case wilh tho supreme court. Thia 
view was fortilied by tho constitution of 
the English court. It was to beheld be- 
fore the judges of the three cominon law- 
courts nut less than tivo uf whom includ- 
ing one of tho chiefs wore a quorum. At 
one time there was only one judge m this 
province, ihen two, thon again three and 
lastly live. Such a court as tho English 
court could not therefore exist hero Tho 
Dominion Procedure Act recognised no 
such court as existing in some of ihe pro- 
vinces, for it provided fur the allowance 
uf a writ of error in respoct of a iiuestion 
of law which could not be reserved, .\gaiii 
the supreme court could not deal wilh 
ihe aubjecl, for it could only review the 
proceoilinga upon a writ of error or posai 
bly certioriri iu neither of which could 
anything but tho record be looked at 
tliai would not disclose the improper re- 
ceiuioii or rejection of evidence, and if 
the prisoner had been prejudiced by such 
evidence his only remedy was by appli- 
cation to the secretary of stale us inti- 
uialud in the eases of Kegiiia vs. Winaor 
and Regina vs. Murphy Cox, crimin.il 
cases. To conclude, if the court for 
crown cases roser 'ed had been imported, 
then also a variety of English courts such 
as the central criminal court, the high 
Court of admiralty, the privy council and 
if it could be found, tho Iouish of lords 
also. The fact was English law had Iku-ii 
imported, but not the inalrumenla by 
which it was to be administered. Courts 
of new jurisdiction could not be etUab- 
lislied except hy parliament (Forsyth) and 
lastly no case could be found allowing that 
the court of t,lueen's Bench to which in 
many respects our supreme court an- 
swered, ever dealt with an assize case on 
a point re.served as to the admission uf 
evidence. 

Mr. Irving followed on tho same aide and 
argued that the Imperial statute organ- 
ising the court for crown c.asea reaurved in 
etiect transferred the prei'ogativo of par- 
don in some aises to five of the English 
judges, and in the event of difference then 
to the fifteen and it could not bo assumed 
that by the general inlroduotion of Eng- 
lish law, the Crown had cotisonted ft) en- 
trust the exercise of this prero'.'ativo to 
the colonies. Ho submitted that tho 
judgment in Sharpo vs. Sharpe was erron- 
eous in deciding that the divorce court 
was dormant whon there was only one 
judge and sprung into existence immedi- 
ately throe wore appointed. 

Air. McElmen, uddreasiiig tho court, 
coniended that irrespective of any local 
staiuto, the criminal law in England was 
in force in this proviiico and had been ac 
quired by occupancy. All the English 
laws were applicable to Ontario, but the 
ciiao was a little different, as the province 
had been coded. Tho English laws had 
been imported and the acta of H and i J 
\'ictoria establishing the court of Crown 
cases reserved among them, and though 
al that time judges were few it was intend 
ed to be used as soon as there were a suf- 
ficient number. There might be no actual 
court of crown case reserved, but there 
nuiat bo a court where cases reserved may 
be heard. In Now Brunswick there vir 
tually was such a court though it was not 
esliiblished by statute. He cited authori- 
ties to show that the atatutos of England 
apply to a colony without the aid of leg- 
islation, although tho pri-ioners iiiight have 
to bo sent to England. Ho next cited 
caics to show tliat the English laws were 
111 force ill tho colonies independent of lo- 
cal statutes. He then referred to 22 \"ic- 
toria under which a ooniniission was sent 
to Sir James Douglas dated 2nd Septem 
ber, 185S, empowering him lo establish 
courts and pass laws. Chap. 51, Ci-nsolid- 
ated stal utos, section 0, gave tho Supremo 
Court of British Columbia full cognizance 
of all ca.-ies, civil and criminal, whatever 
with tho full powers of the t',iueen's Bench 
ing England. The procedure act did not 
allow a writ of error to bo brought in 
L'l'iiiinial cases if they could be reserved ; 
if there was not a court before which a 
point conld be argued there could not be 
a wrii of error. The jurisdiction of. such a 
court, thorefore, came through the Do- 
minion. The present court was, moreover, 
now in term. Tho queaci<ni was not only 
if thero was no court o'f crown cases re- 
.lerved, but if there was any other court 
which supplied its place. It was always 
allowable, he contended, to bring up caaoa 
before the judge in term as the court 
could be addressed in banco. As the pris- 
oner was n.it untitled to a writ of error 
there could bo no remedy, as the [loint 
could not bo reserved, and for this reaaon 
a courl would bo implied, and supposing 
thai 11 and 12 Victoria was not in force 
tho judges had a right to hear the matter 
in bunco if they chouse, or any other way. 
Ho could not have brought a writ of er- 
ror under any circiimatances, whether it 
was in the Supremo Court prior to 11 and 
12 Victoria, or the ooart of crown cases 
reserved, which the act establisliod,or the 
Supreme Court. Tho court of crown 
cases reserved was not a now court, but 
a. new method. A case reserved from the 
assizes was not an appeal case, and the 
cases ([Uoted by the crown, he ciuitended, 
did not apply as being brought up mi ap- 
peal, which his own case was not. Ho 
submitted the court had jurisdiction un- 
der 11 and 12jVictoria, or indepondont of 
it, to deal with the matter before tho pris- 
oncu- was sentenced. 

The Chief Justice here announced that 
their lordships had other matters to en- 
gage their attention, the court would ad- 
j'.iirn and the argument bo continued at 
1 1 a. in. to-morrow .

The potitidu on which the motion 
was based reads as follows: "The petition 
uf .John .\lexandor Macdonell, ono of the 
solicitors of the High Court of Justice, 
ahoweth as follows: That ho has reason 
to believe, and doth verily believe, that 
Samuel Hume Blake, aomotime styled the 
Hon. Samuel Hume Btako, a solicitor of 
this court, has been guilty of conduct un- 
becoming a solicitor of this court, who is 
by statute a gentleman. • Ho makes thia 
charge conscientiously, believing it to be 
true, and he prays fliat thu conducl 
of the said Samuel Hume Blake 
he eiuiuired into, and that it the charge 
So preferred bo proven to be' true, tho 
name of the said Samuel Hume Blake be 
struck oS the rolls of the High Court of 
Justice." 

Mr. .Macdouiioll stated that he .icted on 
thu advice of counsel, and in moving in 
this way, followed what he believed to be 
the English i)racticu in such cases. He 
said he had written to the Treasurer of 
tho Law Society asking an investigation of 
the charges, and had received an oflicial 
acknowledgment of his communication. 
Mr. Ealen, the Secretary of the Law .So- 
ciety, had informed him that tho matter 
was to bo brought up before the Benchers 
in convocation in May. 

The learned Chancellor expressed an 
(il)inioii that thia motion had bettor stand 
over until after tho investigation before 
the Law Society, when it could be renew- 
ed if tho facta warranted it. 

The particular charges against i\lr. 
Blake are not stated.

Washington, April 24. — The bill to 

amend tho revised statute relating to mer- 
chandise in tho United States public stores 
or bonded warehouses, introduced by Ro- 
secraus, provides that all morchandiso 
which may be deposited in public or bond- 
ed warehouses may bo withdrawn by tho 
owner fur transportation to a foreign coun- 
try, or may bo transferred to any part of 
Pacific or west coast of the United States 
at any time befote the expiratiiui 
of three years from date, the 
original importation of such goods on 
arrival at Pacific or Western ports to be 
subjected to tho same rules and regula- 
tions as if originally imported thero. Any 
goods on wliicli duties have nut been fully 
paid remaining in public stores or bondod 
warohouaos beyond three years bo regard- 
ed as abandoned by the government.

St. John, N. B., April 24. —The dam- 
age by tho freshet to tho Intercolonial 
Railway, between Sackvillo and Amherst, 
is more serious than at first supposed.

Tlu; rreeiiiasous and Other Or- 
ders Dcuouiicetl by 
the Pope. 

Ni;\v York, April 17. — A cable special 
to tho Horald from Rome says: In an 
encyclical letter of tho Pope, lo bo pub- 
lished next week, Loo XIII lays especial 
strusa upon Freemasonry and the means 
to be employed to defend tha "City of. 
Ood" against the "city of Satan." The 
following ia a if.iuine of the letter: Tho 
plan of thu secret aocioties is no longer a 
mystery. It ia a struggle against the 
Church, and tho various Popes have very 
properly oxcotnmuuicated Freemasons. 
During the last 150 years secret societies 
have increased frightfully. A grave peril 
thus threatens society. The socialist haa 
a source of strength in ma-ionry. Tho 
Papacy ia placed 111 an intolorable situa- 
tion. Masonry dooa not avow ita real ob- 
ject it deceives tho innocent by r varnish 
uf toleration. The press, marriage, edu- 
cation, aovereignity of the people,atheiBm 
of tho State, radicalism, communism — all 
tend toward a return to paganism. Ma- 
sonry llatters princes in tho hope of hav- 
ing them for ausiliarioa. Tho govern- 
ments should choose between Alasonry 
and the Church, which latter sustains au- 
thority and inculcates obodionce. The 
Pope thus proscribes to bishops their duty 
— first — by pastoral laws unmask sccrjt 
societies and make tho people abhor them; 
second — extend Christian education; third 
urge agriculturalists and workinginon to 
organize Catholic associations and confer- 
ences of St. Vincent de Paul ; fourth — 
watch schools and exhort the youth never 
to become members of any society with- 
out tirat consulting thuir prieata. The 
Pope ends hia oticyolical letter by implor 
ing the aid of tho blessed Virgin.

The salmon-canning business which is 
expected to begin about April 1st, has 
been very poor so far.
